It ap- 
pears to have been a standing figure bf the 
usual type, crowned with the criswu of Upper 
K?fpf, >od:support«l up th« back by » pltas- 
ter. . Judging from the dimensions of various 
parts, suclxas the ear and tile instep; and com- 
paring theproportionaleslzeof the cartouches 
(which are three feet wide) will) those en- 
graved upon other statnes, tills colossus must 
have been PS feet high from the foot to "tho 
crown. 'J'iigother with its pedestal, which wo 
can scarcely doubt w.as In one place with it, 
It would altogether be about 1.15, feet high. 
"Hie great toe measures |8 Inches : across. 
That U was a monolith Is almost certain, from 
the fact. that all the largest statues vre with- 
out »ny joint; nor floes this 30om. - incredible* 
since there are obelisks nearly as' long.-' Hut 
this may claim to have been the tallest' and 
heaviest statue that we know of, as the figure 
alone would weigh 700 tons, to which the 
accessories would .'probably add as much 
again.
